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EXPLANATION

This bill makes changes to the Code chapter administered by
the board of educational examiners.

The bill removes a restriction in the definition of
practitioner which excludes an individual from holding or
receiving a license from a professional licensing board other
than the board of educational examiners, and adds that the
term “practitioner™ may include a licensed individual who
holds a statement of professional recognition.

The bill establishes that the director of the department of
education or the director®s designee, as a member of the
board, like the public members, 1s exempt from the requirement
that members hold a valid practitioner®s license during the
member®s term of office.

Finally, the bill eliminates language which permitted a
professional development program provided by a school district
and approved by the state board of education before July 1,
1989, to continue until the term, for which the program was
approved, expires.
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
